use the larger form 1040. 
The use 
of Form 1040 will be required, also, 
in cases where the net income was in

1040 was used only for reporting in­

Forms for filing individual returns

2. Ford is the only man who is 
believed to have a chance of defeat­ 
ing Coolidge—but he must get the 
Democratic nomination to do it.

The odds against Ford’s get­ 
ting the Democratic nomination are 
4 to I.

But if Ford is the Democratic 
nominee, he will become the odd«-on 
favorite against Coolidge at 2 to 3.

If, however, Ford runs on a 
third ticket, Ford and Coolidge will 
be at even money; with the odds in 
each case at 2 to 3 against the field, 
and the Democratic nominee running 
6 to I. 
These views* do not necessarily re­ 
flect the political sentiment of Wail 
Street, but they do reflect its betting 
judgment

by Jean De 
Chadenedes, a 
Wall 
Street broker 
who, together with his brother Guy, 
have handled some of the largest 
political bets made during the past 
ten years. 
Many big wagers have already 
>*een made, the largest being a bi t 
of $400,000 that Henry Ford will not 
be the next president 
Lloyds of 
London has taken the long end of the 
bet, by issuing two policies of $200,- 
000 insuring his defeat; 
and a big 
western operator, who has won mil­ 
lions in his time, 
is covering the 
•short cmd by paying the premium of 
$38,000. 
Other heavy wagers are under 
way. 
And Wall Street which 
be­ 
lieves itself to be the pulse not only 
of Big Busine##, but Nations? Puri­ 
ties, Is beginning to perk up interest 
in the election. 
“As the stock market forecasts fu­ 
ture business conditions,” said De 
Chadenedes in an exclusive interview 
with NEA Service for The Times, 
“just so does Wall Street predict the 
political situation. 
“The stock market 
seldom 
mis­ 
takes the trend of future business; 
neither does the 
betting fraternity 
err in its judgment regarding polit­ 
ical outcomes. 
“OX all the sources of getting polit­ 
ical information, the botling barom­ 
eter is by far the most reliable. 
For politicians and editor# are influ­ 
enced by their own personal likes, or 


by party loyalty. 
They may form 
faulty conclusions by constantly as-j 
sociating with 
their own 
political j 
kind. But not so with the bettor. Ile 
weighs ever situation and forma his 
judgment without 
being 
influenced 
by anything except hard facts. And 
he backs his judgment accordingly.”
